a great help to poor people, ſo that he has been the 
helping and maxing of many ; and he kept very 
good order in his Family, and amongſt his Ser- 
vants and Work-People. ,, And.belides higeChriſti- 
an Chagity; he was; always 789 0. hghp other 
'poor | Widows, Fatherleſs and Families of the 
Church of Chriſt, that profeis the ſame Truth of 
Chriſt with him; and yot only ſo; but as the A- 
poſtle faith, Do good unte all, but eſpecially thoſe that 
are of the Houſhold of Faith, for ſuch poor FPa- 
milies or Widows as were not.df his Religion, 
and Faith, he hath ſought out, help? and relie- 
ved them in the cold Winter ſeaſon, with. Coals

And tbis he did not only to the poor, N log 
bout London, but alſo handed ſeyeral Sums.of Mo- 
ney to the poor Frexch Proteſtaxts, that left their 
native Country for their Conſcience-ſake, belides 
the relieF he gave ſeveral of the poor French week- 
ly at his Houfe. Much IT could writeof ſuch things 
of tlie fruits of his Chriſtian Generous Spirit, 
whoſe Bowels were not ſtraitned from the good 
works of Faith, and praCice of pure Religion. 
And Ido not know thatany one can ſport his clean 
Life ;; he was a Man compaſſed about with many 
Infirmities, but exerciſed ja the Word of Patience,

in which Patience he run his Race, to oGtain the 
Life and Crown Immortal. 
Andalio he was many times very much exer- 
ciſed in the Lords Power aad Spirit, by which . 
he was ſometimes moved to go to Steeple-hoyſes, 
and other places, ro dzclare Gods Truth to the 
People, which Exerciſe tew knew, but who had 
gone through the ſame ; and leverall timzs he had 
been taken, and carried before Jultices, and ſome- 
times calt into Priſon ; but the Lord by his eternal 
Arm and Power carried him over. all, and over all 
gave him Dominion,for his Name and I ruths ſake, 
and in it preſerved him tothe end of his dayes, a 
harmleſs Innocent man, a Peace-maker, a true Be- 
liever in the Light of Chritft, and a Child of the 
ſame; a living Member of rhe Church of Chriſt, 
| who is the holy and heavenly Heat of the ſame: 
And as Chriſt ſaith, He that belicverh in me, though 
he were dead, yet ſhall he le ; and he that liveth, and 
believeth in me ſhall gever die ; and in this Belief, 
and in this Life is our dear Brother George Watt;
